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Regular, Semi-Postal 
Stamps From Holland 


On July 11, the Netherlands re- 
leased the first two stamps of 
what will comprise an entirely 
new set for regular postage. Other 
denominations ~re to be released 
as the occasion warrants 











To be released on August 1 is 
a@ semi-pvstal set, the surtax from 
which will be contributed to the 
Netherlands Red Cross and two 
charitable organizations which 
are doing relief work in Indone- 
sia. 

Each of the stamps will have 
the sunflower in a yellow color. 
Denominations and the second 
color are as follows: 2c, plus 3c 
gray; 6c plus 4c red brown; 10c 
plus 5c blue and 30c plus 10c dark 
brown, 

The rather simple but attractive 
design was the work of Christian 
de Moor. Printing of the stamps 
will be by the rotogravure process 
at the plant of Johan Enschede 
en Zonen, Grafische Inrichting N. 
V., Haarlem, Holland. 

Validity of the stamps to pre- 
pay postage with-exist from Au- 
gust 1, 1949 until December 31, 
1950. 

Printed in sheets of 100, the 
stamps will appear on unwater- 
marked paper comb perforated 
141. x 13%. 
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The two stamps of the regular 
bostage series issued July 11 were 
a 10c gold ochre and a 1 Gulden 
red. The head of Queen Juliana 
appears on both stamps; on the

RIES FOR SWITZERLAND 





Release Of Twelve Stamps For 
Regular Postage Prompted By 
Swiss Federal Posts Centennial 


On August 1, Switzerland will release an entirely new series of 


regular postage stamps. 


In preparation for 


several years, the 


designs of the twelve stamps will depict various impressive scenes 
from this country which abounds in breath-taking man made and 


natural vistas. 


Denominations are to be 3, 5, 10, 15, 20, 25, 30, 35, 


40, 50, 60 and 70 centimes . Designer and engraver of the series was 
the famed Karl Bickel, Swiss artist, who worked on the series at 


his beautiful studio in the mountains near Wallenstadtberg. 


Bickel 


has been responsible for other Swiss stamp designs and engravings. 


The new series comes into being 
as the result of the celebration of 
the Centenary of the Swiss Fed- 
eral Postal system which began 
one hundred years ago. Just re- 
cently three commemorative 
stamps were issued for this same 
celebration which carried the 
theme of the Centenary in their 
designs. 

Designs and colors of the new 
series are as foll . The 3c in 
black will picture high tension 
lines across a river: in orange, the 
5e will depict the viaducts near 
St. Gall. One of the picturesque 
electric cars of the mountain rail- 
ways and the various protective 
tunnels which protect exposed 
areas of the track in the high 
mountains is to be seen on the 
10c yellow green. 

A snow plow clearing a moun- 
tain highway is to be seen on the 
15¢c greenish blue, while on the 
20c bro- vn carmine, the reservoir 
at Grimsel is displayed. The 
dam across the lake at Helide is 
depicted in red on the 25c. On 
the 30c olive is to be seen the 
low pressure hydro-electric power 
station at Verbois. A mountain 
road near Van ’d Annivers can 
be seen on the 35c brown. 

Gigantic loading and unload- 
ing cranes and facilities at the 
Port of Basle on the Rhine River 


are shown on the 40c blue. One} 


of the mountain suspension cable 
railways are to be seen function- 
ing on the 50c gray. 

The 60c bluish green displays 
one of the sky high railway via- 
ducts at Landwasser near Filisur, 
while the 70c violet shows a tri- 
agulation point high in the moun- 
tains, a permanently fixed object 
for surveying purposes. 

The stamps are to be printed 
in panes of 50 from line engrav- 
ed plates on the rotary presses at 
the printing establishment of the 
Bureau of Posts, Telephones and 
Telegraphs at Berne. 

Stamps of the current series for 
regular postage will remain on 
sale until exhausted. They as well 
as the new series will be available 
to collectors at the Swiss Philatel- 
ic Agency.

These like the issue for Syria, 
made their appearance with little 
warning and were all released at 
the same time. 

The first day of issue for all 
was July 4. 

Design chosen was made common 
to all twelve stamps. It is in the 
usual good style of the stamps of 
France, well executed as to com- 
position and engraving, the work 
of Raoul Serres. While three of 
the stamps are printed in one color, 
the remaining nine are produced 
in four colors each. The multi- 
colored stamps might be consider 
ed real miniature works of art. 

Incorporated in the design are 
representative natives of the- colo- 
nies. An Arab for the Meditere 
ranean and Red Sea areas, a South 
Sea Island native girl for Oceania, 
a native girl for the Indo-China 
and French India colonies, an 
African native with spear for the 
African units and a native man for 
the Atlantic Ocean colonies of 
France. 

Included also in the design is a 
large globe of the world in front 
of which an airplane is flying. The 
name of the colony, the legend, 
“75e Anniversaire de L’Union Post- 
ale Universelle,” the value and the 
airmail designation complete the 
picture.

The value of one’s stamp collec- 
tion is something which concerns 
every collector to some extent 
whether it is gotten together for 
pleasure or investment. Most per- 
sons like to know ‘‘what can I get 
for it” should they decide to sell it. 

There are many factors which 
determine the value of a stamp 
such as whether if is mint or used, 
superb or good, bright or shabby 
appearing, original gum or no gum 
and the category in which it falls 
such as regular, airmail or com- 
memorative issue. This of course 
does not mean to slight the reve- 
nues, Confederates, the Parcel Post 
and other stamps which also have 
their fans, but in smaller quanti- 
ties. 

Condition, completeness and 
category seem to be the three lead- 
ing determiners of the salability 
of a collection. If the condition is 
better than average, if the sets are 
all complete and if the stamps are 
in a popular category such as 
commemoratives, the collection is 
more salable than otherwise. 

And it should be remembered 
that a collection which has its 
fair share of better stamps catalog- 
ing a dollar or more will get more 
favorable consideration than a col- 
lection which has all the common 
items that everyone else has. 

It must also be recognized that 
a coliection offered for sale during 
the war years and up to about the 
end of 1947 had more takers and 
got more money than one offered 
in 1949. 

This is not unusual, for stamps 
like other commodities have drop- 
ped some in value. Homes, ap- 
pliances, automobiles and _ hosts 
of other things: aren’t getting the 
prices that they did several years 
ago, and there is no reason why 
stamps should be an exception. 

If times get worse. the value of 
stamps and everything else will 
decline. If they get better, stamps. 
homes, automobiles and lots of 
other things are going to become

I don’t know how widespread 
the idea is, but Dallas Pierce of 
Dayton, Ohio, has got a good one 
which might be appreciated by 
cover fans. 

Very interested in covers, Mr. 
Pierce sends for nearly all flights, 
dedications, cachets and _ other 
events which come to his attention. 
As cover fans well know. each 
batch of prepared envelopes must 
be accompanied with a short note 
telling why they are sent. 

To save himself a lot of writing, 
Mr. Pierce had some forms printed 
which are adaptable to all kinds 
of cover requests and which need 
but a few words of writing to fill 
in. 

His name and address are print- 
ed on it. Then there are places to 
be filled in in back of the word 
CS , Postmaster......, En- 
closures...... , and Directions for 
servicing In back of Postmaster, 
goes the name of the post office to 
which the covers are sent for serv- 
ice if a post office is involved. The 
message after “Enclosures” enum- 
erates what is being sent, while 
the “Servicing Direction” tell what 
is to be done with the covers. 


Should someone slip up on you 
real quick and ask who was de- 
picted with George Washington on 
the lc Army stamp of 1936, few of 
you would be able to answer. 

But don’t rush to your albums 
to see, it was General Nathanael 
Greene a very capable and fight- 
ing soldier of the Revolution. In 


fact General Cornwallis of the 
British said of his military skill 
that, “he was as dangerous as 


Washington, vigilant, enterprising 
and full of resource.” And Corn- 
wallis and nearly all the other 
British generals should know for 
Greene tangled with all of them. 
While Washington was the com- 
mander-in-chief who got most of 
the credit for winning the Revolu- 
tion, it was men such as Greene 
who made it possible. Without the 
spirited and intelligent assistance 
of these others, Washington’s mili- 
tary genius and leadership would 
not have been sufficient to carry 
the load. 

Greene was born at Patowomut, 
Warwiek County, Rhode Island on 
August 7, 1742. His father was a 
preacher among the Quakers, who 
are well known for their policy of 








peace, and it was from him that 
Nathanael received his education 
and his training in operating the 
anchor forge, grist mill and the 
farm. 

But it seems that Greene was 
one of those rare persons who 
figuratively raise themselves in 
life by their own bootstraps. For 
by his own perseverance, he ac- 
quired an excellent knowledge of 
ancient and English history, geo- 
=| metry, law and moral and political 
science. 

In 1770, he served his first elect- 
ed term in the Rhode Island As- 
sembly, serving again in 1771, 1772 
and 1775. In 1774, he scandalized 
his fellow Quakers by being one 
of the first to volunteer and en- 
list in in the military preparations in

the coming battle against England. 

From his enlistment in 1774 as 
a private in an independent unit 
of the Kentish Guards, he rose to 
the rank of brigadier general the 
next year with the command of the 
entire Rhode Island contingent 
which had been sent to Boston 
with other units of the Colonial 
forces. 

In 1776, he was promoted to 
major general and placed in com- 
mand of the troops on Long Is- 
land. His baptism of fire occurred 
at Harlem Heights, where with 
Washington he\faced the famed 
British General Howe. 

The New Jersey campaign of 
1776-77 found Greene in the bat- 
tles at Trenton and Princeton 
where he distinguished himself. 
Later at Brandywine and at Ger- 
mantown, he performed some ex- 
cellent tactical maneuvers which 
saved the American Forces from 


‘considerable military embarass- 


ment. 

Due to supply difficulties caused 
by personal greed, bickerings and 
lack of cooperation among the men 
entrusted with this vital task, 
Washington asked Greene to take 
the post of quartermaster general. 
In his usual efficient and intelli- 
gent manner, Greene soon had the 
QM Department in high gear per- 
forming the task which it was sup- 
posed to do. 

He then returned to the com- 
mand of troops, succeeding Gener- 
Gates on October 30, 1780, as com- 
mandei of the Army of the South. 
It was in this canacity that he 
gaired his greatest fame. 

Gates had been severely de- 
feated by Cornwallis, and when 
Greene took over these forces in 
North Carolina he found them in 
a wretched state. By 1781, he had 
these forces in fairly decent shape 
again. Cornwallis recognizing the 
threat which the re-vitalized army 
represented kept at its heels 

Greene with reinforcements 
finally engaved Cornwallis at Guil- 
ford Court House without a decis- 
ion. On taking his troops into 
South Carolina, Greene met Corn- 
wallis’ successor, Rawdon, who 
defeated the Colonial Forces at 
Hobkirk’s Hill. 

At Eutaw Springs, Greene en- 
gaged General Stuart in a severe 
battle which he won. and which 
had the result of driving the Eng- 
lish forces from Georgia and the 
Carolinas except three coast towns. 

Besides his military skill, Greene 
possessed many of the qualities of 
a statesman, was well balanced, 
full of tact, and a master of the 
countless details involved in rais- 
ing troops in a country not wholly 
patriotic or friendly to the cause. 

His death occurred on June 19. 
1786 at his Georgia estate, a grant 
of land which had been presented 
to him as a token of appreciation

comprising the litany have been 
formed into a four-volume study 
of a Cathedral-like philatelic lit- 
any of saints. 

“The cover of each volume is 
made of black calf leather, with 
the coat of arms of Pius XII hand- 
tooled in pure gold and natural 
colors on the front cover. Within 
the volumes, both the lettering and 
the illumination have been exe- 
cuted by hand in 14th-century 
Gothic style, with the principal 
ornament being foliage in rich 
colors, the whole completed in a 
harmonious manner Occasionally 
figures and symbols are employed 
in the initial letters of each invo- 
cation, which are represented in 
designs of the most beautiful char- 
acter. It would be difficult to find 
a more magnificent speciman of 
medieval Gothic lettering and 
book illuminating.” 


Warn Of Forged 
BNA Airmail Siamps 


The Expert Committee of the 
British Philatelic Association is- 
|sued the warning that dangerous 
forgeries have been seen by them 
lof the British North American air 
|mail provisionals of various dates. 
|The forgeries have been not only 
of the normal stamps but of in- 
verted double and triple overprints 
and of overprints on the wrong 
side. 

The most dangerous of these 
appear to be the Canadian 60 on 
5e, and the Newfoundland DO-X 
and Balbo stamps. 

Each of these forgeries bears on 
the back forged guarantees of two 
of the leading New York dealers 
who specialize in air mail stamps. 

Of course, it may well be that 
these forgeries exist without the 
forged guarantee marks as well, 
and both collectors and dealers 
are advised to seek a competent 
opinion on any of these stamps 
they are offered. 


Cachet, Postmark To 
Mark Centennial 


Three different groups are going 
to cooperate in providing a phi- 
latelic commemoration of the 
City Charter of Gardiner, Maine 
between July 31 and August 6. 

These are the Post Office De- 
partment, the Gardiner Centennial 
Committee and the Gardiner

Commems on the outer wrapper 
will be appreciated.

Subject Of Cachet 


When the second philatelic ex- 
hibition was recently held at Pam- 
plona, Spain, besides the cachet 
which marked the stamp show it- 
self, there was also one applied to 
mark the fourth Centenary of the 
death of St. Francis Xavier. 

St. Francis was born in 
vicinity of Pamplona. 

The cachet was in the form of an 
oval with the picture of the saint 
in its center surrounded by ap- 
propriate wording. It was rubber 
stamped in red ink on all covers.

Newfoundland Stamps 
Valid For Postage 


When Newfoundland became the 
tenth Canadian Province on April 
1, it ceased to exist as a stamp 
issuing country. 

Nevertheless, the stamps of New- 
foundland are still available at 
face value, until present stocks are 
exhausted, at the Canadian Phi- 
latelic Agency. 

Newfoundland stamps are also 
valid for the prepayment of all 
postage fees. Thus it is quite pos- 
sible to see stamps of Newfound- 
land used on mail from other parts 
of Canada. Covers of this nature 
are items just a bit out of the or- 
dinary and while they should 
never approach the rare or scarce 
stage, since they can be made as 
desired, they are unique. 

Collectors wanting to buy the 
stamps of Canada and Newfound- 
land at face value can send to the 
Philatelic Agency, Financial 
Branch, Post Office Department, 
Ottawa, Canada for a list of the 
stamps available and the manner 
of requesting them.
